Elimination of Widener Course 


AIKEN, S. C. As a topic of conversation 
on a recent winter day at Aiken’s beau- 
tiful training track. several Aiken-based 
trainers were asked what they thought 
about the elimination of the Widener 
chute at Belmont Park. Here is a sample 
of the thoughts expressed on the subject: 

John M. Gaver: “As far as the horses 
and owners are concerned, the loss of the 
Widener is a real catastrophe. There is 
one simple reason. It gives you a chance 
to run your 2-year-olds when they are 
ready to run and there are more 2-year- 
olds in New York than anywhere. As far 
as being able to see a race on the Widener 
is concerned, | know damn well I can't. 
But they're coming down the chute and 
somebody has to win. Of course, Il admit 
that they could never have had a good 
grass course at Belmont as long as the 
chute was there. My horse, Pop Corn lost 
a couple of races trying to jump_ the 
chute. But we've got to think about the 
2-vear-olds. That’s where our older horses 
are coming from. If they make the added 
ninth race a 2-year-old race in the spring. 
it will alleviate the situation somewhat. 
But where they are going to start and 
finish the 2-year-old races on the mile 
and a half track is beyond me.” 

Bobby Dotter: “It doesn’t make much 
difference to me. I liked it but [ didn’t 
like to race against 20 or 30. horses. It 
hurt in this respect: Horses got used to 
running down the straightaway. When you 
took them elsewhere and ran them 
against horses used to running around a 
turn. your horse was at a disadvantage. | 
think we should cater to the public. and 
the people didn’t like the Widener.” 

Oleg Dubassoff: “I very much 
against the elimination of the Widener 
even though T have lost grass races be- 
cause of it. It was a lousy trick. We'll 
have a hard time racing 2-year-olds.” 

John Kinsella (assistant to Barry 
Ryan): “Opinions don’t matter much. It’s 
gone. But think more trainers are in 
favor of the chute. It was an excellent 
testing ground for 2-year-olds. it 
will take longer to get the 2-year-olds a 
race. Furthermore. they will have to start 
close to the turn like at Jamaica. It won't 
be a fair race. The horses on the inside 
will have the advantage if they are fast 
breakers.” 

Francis Bellhouse: “The only good 
thing about the chute was that it gave 
the 2-year-olds a race for experience. But 
you couldn't expect to win a race on it. 
Horses wouldn’t run according to form. 
But it was good for them to run. Running 
on the chute is just like racing in the 
Trials here. It gives a horse a chance to 


see the colors and the crowd. Now if they 
are going to do a lot of turf racing at 
Belmont, Vl admit the chute has to go. 
In my book. turf racing is the best kind. 
On the old grass course, Amber Diver, 
my best horse right now, has lost races 
by trying to jump the chute where it inter- 
sects with the Widener. You know, when 
they get a good grass track at Belmont. 
I would like to see the International run 
there.” 

James W. Maloney: “Frankly 1 don’t 
know what to say. In some ways it was 
good and in others it was bad.” 

And from over at Columbia, Max 
Hirsch added this opinion: “The bigger 
stables have the 2-year-olds, and they 
have to have a place to race. And there’s 
no question that the Widener helps the 
stables with a lot of young horses. When 
they register around 11.000 new horses a 
vear. there are a lot of horses to find a 
place to race. The chute was very helpful 
early in the vear. Down the chute you 
didn’t have to rush your horse. On the 
other tracks with turns. you have to push 
‘em up to get good position on the 
turn.”

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Rotary and the Races 


More than a dozen years ago, when di- 
rectors of the Thoroughbred Club were 
debating procedures for creating a_na- 
tional organization, a Thoroughbred Club 
of America, they heard a proposal from 
Joe Toonabush that the model of Rotary 
International and other luncheon clubs 
should be followed. That is. the organiza- 
tion in being would encourage the organi- 
zation and growth of municipal or regional 
clubs in its own image. If enough of 
them came alive. they could affiliate as a 
national or international organization. 


Each of these clubs would be autono- 
mous. but presumably it would not have 
been organized for nothing. dts member- 
ship would include not only horsemen. 
but others with a continuing interest in 
There would be more or less 
regular meetings. with programs designed. 
in the main, for instruction. information. 
and discussion. Hf the club was affiliated 
with the proposed Thoroughbred Club of 
\merica, its members would be welcome 


horses. 


at the mectings of other such Thorough- 


bred Clubs. 


Mr. John Birdenhand was then  presi- 
dent of the Thoroughbred Club. and he 
and the other directors turned down the 
Toonabush proposal by a vote of some- 
thing to 1. They favored. instead. an af- 
filiation with existing state organizations. 
and proceeded to form a group) which 
may have been flesh. fowl or goad red 
herring. though the question remained ob- 
cure. 

The Toonabush argument, which never 
got to the post, was that racing needed 
these local or regional luncheon clubs 
primarily as outposts of public relations. 
and that the clubs would need the co- 
eperation of groups within racing primar- 
ily for programs. If there were Thor- 
oughbred Clubs in New York. Philadel- 
phia, Chicago. Erie, South Pisgah, ete.. 
people would learn to enjoy racing more 
fully through knowing more about it. just 
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as people learn to enjoy music more fully 
by knowing more about it. And such a 
group of informed citizenry, fond of rac- 
ing and also knowledgeable, would con- 
stitute an anchor to windward . . 

Recently we were made aware of one 
such organization, sprung directly from 
the soil, or rather, from the cement, of 
Pittsburgh. Group of there call 
themselves Tau Tau Tau, or Tote Ticket 
Tearuppers. and Dr. John P. Fitzgerald 
is the Supreme Imperial Ripper. Sir John. 
who also is a good Rotarian, recently had 
the stupidaw dacity to call racing's atten- 
tion to Rotary’s “Four-Way Test.” re- 
writing which made only minor improve- 
ment over the golden rule. 

Sir John also sent a long memorandum 
to the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
and various gentlemen in high places in 
the sport. It explained the TTT Fratority: 

“We meet every month or 6 weeks dur- 
ing the winter, when not lucky enough to 
get South or West. We get a lot of en- 
joyment out of these meetings on long. 
celd winter nights. I would like to have 
the value of the time and breath we have 
expended just trying to rate the all-time 
greats. My first bet was a_ par- 
lay on Pan Zarecta and Buzzaround—the 
sublime and the ridiculous—and_ believe 
me that was away back when.”

To material about the sport to 
each chapter, a) educational in’ character, b) 
entertaining in character. 

HI. To furnish programs for service clubs and 
other organizations through TTT. a) In effeet it 
will be an all-year-round ambassador of g od will

bureaus of ali tracks. b) To spread true concepts 
of the sport and prevent novices (and some not 
so new (from believing spreading falseh ods 
.¢) To try to minimize the booing 
misguided fans. To

IV. To sponsor group trips to the tracks (mem- 
bers and non members)... . 

V. To fester track wagers and discourage off- 
track betting. 


It goes on and on like that. Sounds 
like a public relations man’s dream, ex- 
cept that we’ve never seen a PR man who 
would consider the Toonabush dream en- 
tirely sane or would believe the existence 
of TTT—which might have been the 
Thoroughbred Club of Pittsburgh. 

What did TTT want of the organiza- 
tions in racing? A_ little co-operation, 
mainly in the form of films and_ other 
programs.

FLORIDA 


Runners in the Rain 


Miami. As the rain poured down on 
Gulfstream Park the week of March 15, 
the Gulfstream Handicap became a case 
of now you'll see them, now you won't. 
The chief players in the peep-eye game 
were Bardstown, Vertex and Oligarchy. 
Only 1 of the 3 stepped on the track for 
the big test March 21. It was Vertex. 
and he won it. Barely. 


Early in the week the only definite 
starter among the trio was Oligarchy. 
The Brookmeade horse was being brought 
up to the race in expert fashion by Elliott 
Burch. Bardstown was training slowly. 
and was rumored to be suffering a_re- 
currence of leg trouble. Lincoln Road 
was still in the barn, far from ready 
after his long lay-off. 


Vertex was a late scratch from the 
Appleton Handicap of March 14: he 
showed soreness the morning of the race. 
It was odds-on he wouldn't’ the 
114-mile test 7 days later. He had been 
shod with new plates the morning of 
the Appleton. to protect an injury. By 
Tuesday he had adapted to them = and 
Gulfstream provided a mile-and-70-yard 
exhibition race for Vertex. He went 
against Ekaba in a no-betting contest in 
which neither horse was extended. 

Vertex won easily, in 1:42%5. but it 
was more important that he showed no 
sign of soreness. Joe Piarulli announced 
that if Vertex cooled out without  inci- 
dent. he would start Saturday. 


The next morning Piarulli found him 
kicking down the stall screen and ready 
to shoot for the handicap. 


Bardstown, meanwhile. had worked a 
mile and an eighth in 1:52!15 to prove 
his fitness. Jimmy Jones heard the weight 
assignments over the phone from the 
press box. decided he would accept top 
impost of 127 pounds and made Bards- 
town a definite starter. 


Elliott) Burch. 
who won't even work Oligarchy the 
mud, withdrew the horse Thursday after- 
noon. Bardstown’s status became doubt- 
ful. The 7-year-old had run badly in off 
going in the McLennan at Hialeah. 


Now came the rains. 


One starter with no reservations was 
Better Bee, decisive winner of the Apple- 
ton. for the second straight year. Better 
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Bee liked mud and always had shown a 
marked preference for the Gulfstream 
racing strip. 

Amazingly, the track came up “fast” 
for the first race Saturday. The rains 
finally had stopped Friday morning and 
the track dried out) with remarkably 
rapidity. But it was too good to last. Rain 
began falling again during the second 
race. By the fifth race the track was 
“slow” and fast becoming “sloppy.” Be- 
tween the fifth and sixth races Jones de- 
cided not to run Bardstown. 


Piarulli had Vertex re-shod with bar 
caulks in mid-afternoon. When the field 
of 11 went into the starting gate for the 
handicap. Vertex was top weight at 125 
and the 3-2 favorite. 


Better Bee and Vertex came away 
sharply as *Amerigo, with Bill Hartack 
up. broke half a length behind the field. 
Passing the eighth-pole the first time. 
Vertex, on the inside, and Better Bee 
were head and head, with 2 lengths on 
the rest of the field. Hartack was 
hustling *Amerigo, about 215 lengths off 
the top. pair. 


Going into the club house turn. Sam 
Boulmetis moved his mount out toward 
Better Bee. to prevent Johnny Choquette 
on the latter from pinning the favorite 
on the rail. With Vertex 10 feet off the 
fence, Hartack zipped *Amerigo to the 
inside. 

Mid-way of the turn *Amerigo and 
Vertex commenced one of the bitterest 
battles ever witnessed in Florida racing. 
Better Bee hung on briefly. but was no 
longer a factor by the time the trio hit 
the half-mile-pole. 


In the middle of the backstretch 
*Amerigo got his head in front. Boul- 
metis promptly sat down on Vertex and 
got a head lead right back. 
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They went that way into the stretch 
turn. *Amerigo, saving ground, regained 
a narrow lead as they straightened for 
home. At the eighth-pole Vertex drove 
to the front for the last time. and he went 
under the wire a short neck in front. 

Air Pilot was third, but while he was 
only a neck behind *Amerigo, he still 
never appeared a threat to win it. Six 
lengths off down the backstretch, Air 
Pilot was within 3 lengths of the leaders 
entering the stretch. He made up no 
further ground to the sixteenth-pole, then 
moved to the top 2 in the late stages. 

Ricci’ Tavi, a supplementary nominee 
at a cost of $5,000, broke down in the 
left rear after half a mile. 

Vertex ran the distance in the good 
time of 2:0185 in the slop and paid $5. 
He added $80.700 to his earnings. He'd 
done quite well for a horse which didn’t 
figure to make the race.

But after the race Hartack weighed 
out and told the clerk of scales he was 
through for the day—to take him off 
his 3 remaining mounts. 

When he went before the stewards the 
next day, Hartack declined to give a rea- 
son for his action. He was fined $100.

The Aiken Trials 


AIKEN. Only a couple of days before 
the 1958 Aiken Trials. Tom Sawyer. then 
the fastest 2-year-olds training 
here, fractured a sesamoid. The injury 
sidelined him the rest of the year. but 
crainer Francis Bellhouse never lost his 
erthusiasm for F. Ambrose Clark’s colt. 
Impressed by his work this winter. Bell- 
aeuse aominated him for the City of 
Aiken Cup race. feature of the 17th run- 
ning of the Aiken Trials here on March 
21. and Tom Sawyer justified his trainer’s 
contidence with a hard-fought victory over 
Greentree Stable’s Hilwan. a Derby-Bel- 
mont nominee. The half-mile event was a 
2-horse race all the way, Tom = Sawyer 
prevailing by three-quarters of a length. 


one of 


The victory gave the Clark stable its 
fourth Aiken Cup. Tom Sawyer ran a 
little green, trying to bear out on the 
turn. but. after all. this was the young- 
ster’s first competitive test. 

The official clocking of :49 was. dis- 
puted. Several trainers caught the effort 
in 74725. which would have shaved the 
track record of :4745. set by Greentree’s 
Hall of Fame in 1951. 

It was the consensus that the flag was 
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dropped teo quickly in nearly all of the 
8 races on the card, thus making most 
oi the official times a second or 2 too 
high. 

If Tom Sawyer did run in :4725. it was 
remarkable. since the track sticky 
from showers that fell during the first 
4 races. 

The leading trainer at the one-day meet- 
ing was W. O. Hicks. of the Cambridge 
Stable. He saddled 3 winners. but was 
presented 4 silver cups by Mrs. C. Oliver 
Iselin. of the executive committee. The 
fouth was in appreciation for the one- 
mile work between races of Pilot, the 
stakes-winning 3-year-old. This 
wes Hicks’ first winter season in Aiken. 


stable’s 


Zara-Zee ran straight and true to take 
the first race. which saw 4 fillies hit the 
finish line almost together. Moving evenly 
beside the winner was Dorothy H, beaten 
a head, and in third place, another neck 
hack, was Gerard S. Smith’s Sac. a half- 
sister to Outer Space. Sac finished strong- 
ly after ducking when she reached the 
main track coming out of the chute. 

Prince Rupert broke on top in the sec- 
ond race but showed a dislike for the 
sloppy going. and L. L. Haggin IDs colt 
hy Johns Joy—Remiss. though he lost his 
stride at the sixteenth-pole when he 


jumped a puddle, came on to win over 
William Haggin Perry’s Oink. 

The winning effort) surprised trainer 
Hoffman. “This colt is the latest foal of 
all my horses.” the veteran horseman ex- 
plained. “Furthermore. he was injured 
slightly in the stall here this winter and 
was set back for 3 weeks. A very impres- 
sive win.” 

Not surprising was the front-running 
victory of Haggin’s filly Tingle in’ the 
third trial. “Tingle has worked real sen- 
sational here this winter.” said Hoffman. 
“She ducked away from the crowd at the 
sixteenth-pole but the race was good edu- 
cation for her.” 

The fourth trial had the strongest of 
the 2-year-old fields and more stage 
fright. In the paddock before the race 
Lazy F Ranch’s Royal Redress. a_half- 
brother to Door Prize. reared up and 
jumped about when frightened by an um- 
brella. The pre-race favorite, Prince Fear- 
less, was bumped by Haggin’s Natural 
Bid just out of the gate and then was 
hit from the other side. after which he was 
not a factor. Cambridge Stable’s Naval 
Hero, also involyed in the jam at the start. 
came on to win by a_half-length over 
Royal Redress. 

The spectators at the sixteenth-pole 
frightened Natural Bid, running along the 
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rail, and he cut behind horses to the 
middle of the track, though managing to 
nip Prince Fearless for third place. 

Trainer Hicks was pleased with Naval 
Hero’s effort, particularly since he had 
had to pull up at the start. “This colt 
iooks just like his daddy. Citation.” said 
Hicks. 

Hoffman considered Natural Bid. a 
son of *Nasrullah. the best horse he ran 
in the Trials. “He’s not aggressive. he 
learns his lessons slowly. but he has 
shown speed and should be okay by mid- 
summer. He ran green here.” 

Collins” maiden 3-year-old Lily K. won 
the fourth trial by 4 lengths. the widest 
margin of the day, and trainer Thurston 
Colglazier said, “This could be a decent 
sort of filly. She’s in some good stakes— 
the Kentucky Oaks. the Coaching Club 
Oaks. and the one at Delaware.” 

The sixth race was won by Cambridge 
Stable’s Devaluation, of which Hicks said. 
“lve always thought pretty well of De- 
valuation but a few things have bugged 
him.” Chicago Wind. which finished see- 
ond, coughed a bit last spring and went 
postward for the first time in the Trials. 

In the last race of the afternoon. Argo 
Mine gave Hicks his third victory of the 
day. Argo Mine has been troubled all of 
his life with a rheumatic condition. but he 
showed plenty of early foot here. 

Pilot’s half-mile work was accomplished 
in :49, and his way of going impressed 
horsemen. “He could have done it in :47 
flat on this great track.” said Hicks, “but 
he ran a mile in 1:45 the other day and I 
didn’t want to give him a_ stiff work 
today.” Pilot is aiming at the Withers 
Stakes.

The week of March 16-21 was wet in Florida, 
and the day of the Gulfstream Park Handicap was 
no exception, a heavy rain starting after the second 
race and continuing through the afternoon. About 
145 minutes before the handicap Jimmy Jones 
seretched Calumet Farm’s Bardstown, high-weight- 
ed early favorite, and Vertex went off as the 
3-2 choice. 

Vertex had his usual early 
command in the first furlong, with 


speed, assuming 
Better Bee 
and *Amerigo close for 5 furlongs. Better Bee 
tired, but *Amerigo stayed at Vertex’s threat or 
shoulder for the last 5 furlongs. Air Pilot closed 
strongly to finish a neck behind *Amerigo. 

Bred at Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s farm 
in Marylend by Frank A. Piarulli, of Camden, 
N. J., Vertex won the Choice Stakes and Board- 
walk Handicap and finished second in the Select, 
Ventnor, and Roamer Handicaps at 3. He re- 
ceived 119 pounds, 11 below Bold Ruler, in’ the 
Blood-Horse Handicap. 

In the Roamer, his final start at 3. Vertex 
threw a shoe, ripping a hoof. He did not get 
back to the races until the early fall of 1958, and 
he was unplaced in 3 of his first 4 starts. He 
closed the season, hewever, with 4. straight  vie- 
tories, including the Trenton and Idlewild Handi- 
caps and the Pimlico Special. He received 123 
pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap of older 
horses. 

The Idlewild, in which he beat Bardstown by 


5 lengths, was considered Vertex’s outstanding

Nicks and Blood Types 


For a moment it sounded like a gag, 
one of those put-up jobs where the sucker 
was virtually certain to rise to the bait. 
But this suspicion had to be rejected. 
The audience was much too big for any- 
one to set such a trap; only a few would 
have been aware that a sucker had been 
had. Hence it had to be concluded that 
the man was in dead earnest. 


Dr. Manuel Gilman, after a brief ac- 
count of the research in typing the blood 
of horses, had told the Thoroughbred 
Club of America members that eventually 
the work should be helpful to breeders: 
it would give them a scientific basis for 
determining nicks of bloodlines. 

Bait or not. we rose. Was there any 
evidence that blood type was associated 
with degree of athletic ability? 

No. 

Then how was it possible for any 
given sire-and-dam combination of blood 
types to be related to degree of athletic 
ability? 

“Well, as everybody knows, Bull Lea 
nicks with *Blenheim II mares, and 
Stymie with *Challenger I] mares. .. . 
Such nicks may have some relationship 
to blood.” 

So they might, if they existed. If there 
were such things as nicks, they might 
have some relationship with anything, in- 
cluding latitude and longitude and the 
size of the breeder’s hat. 

Now, having stated the issue in our 
usual courteous manner, we can dismount 
gracefully from our high horse and ex- 
cuse Dr. Gilman from the field of com- 
bat, with apologies. Dr. Gilman is a vet- 
erinarian, and presumably will prefer to 
stand aside. If he wishes to appoint as 
surrogate whoever it was that put this 
outlandish idea in his head, we'll wait 
upon him, ready to fight it out with broad- 
swords, rifles, rocks, cornstalks, or invec- 
tives—anything for a lark. 

“Everybody knows” there is a nick be- 
tween Bull Lea and *Blenheim II mares. 
How do we know this? Because this is 
the combination that produced Coaltown, 
De Luxe, Pursuit, Hill Gail, Mark-Ye- 
Well. Miss Arlette, Amoret, and Rose- 
wood. It produced 27 other foals through 
1955: the ratio of stakes winners to 
others was 8 to 27. 

So it’s a nick? Of course, it’s a nick, 
if a man is a nicker in the first place. 
But if he hasn’t turned off his mind com- 
pletely, there’s a simpler explanation for 
the phenomenon. 

The best group of race mares bred to 
Bull Lea were the daughters of *Blen- 
heim II, a stallion in which Calumet 
Farm had the largest interest. As a group, 
they had a racing index of 7.18. The 
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*Blenheim IL mares which produced 
stakes winners by Bull Lea are given 
below, with their racing indexes:

All these mares were in the upper 10 
per cent of their sex, when ranked on 
the basis of earnings. (This is no thor- 
oughly satisfactory basis, to be sure, but 
it beats nicks.) The best runner among 
them, Mar-Kell, was also the best pro- 
ducer—to Bull Lea. that is. Easy Lass 
had a very high index for a mare which 
made only 6 starts, and she produced 
Wistful to the cover of Sun Again. A 
good mare needs no nick. 

The result of sending *Blenheim II 
mares to be covered by Bull Lea was 
about what should have been expected 
from sending mares with’ such racing 
ability to the best sire in the country. 
Attributing the success of the offspring 
to a nick is like backing up against the 
left field wall to catch an infield fly. 

Actually. Bull Lea had an excellent 
record with Blue Larkspur mares: there 
were 12 stakes winners from 36 foals, and 
7 of the 12 were out of stakes-winning 
mares. Nick? Nix. 

As for Stymie and *Challenger IT, the 
myth of a nick in this case is spun en- 
tirely from 2 good race mares. Moon 
Maiden, dam of Joe Jones and The Great 
Man, had an earnings index of 6.15; she 
was a tough mare, running 109 times in 
6 seasons. Ally Bal, dam of Paper Tiger, 
Mr. Al L., and the fairish Guda Maza, 
had an index of 2.37; she won 6 of her 
35 races in 2 seasons. The only other 
registered foal (through 1956) by Stymie 
out of a *Challenger IT mare was Mount 
Scopus. which earned $1.910 as a 2-year- 
eld in 1958. 

The man who birthed a nick from this 
frail evidence deserves an award. We 
neminate him for champion conclusion- 
jumper of the year. 


Addendum on Race Mares 


Recently a bit of evidence was present- 
ed in disproof of John Hislop’s statement 
that American breeders place “too much 
emphasis” on racing ability in selecting 
prospective broodmares. It was contended. 
on the basis of the evidence presented. 
that American breeders were such “pedi- 
gree experts” that they all but ignored 
the high potential of good race mares 
without fancy breeding. 

Now comes a statement which virtually 
summarizes majority opinion on the sub- 
ject, in the U. S. as well as elsewhere. 
The quotation is from Leon Rasmussen’s 


column in Daily Racing Form of Mare}: 

“Dr. Jack Robbins . . . asked 
we would prefer for our own use—not a: 
a market breeder—an unfashionably bred 
mare who was a top class race mare or 
a well-bred mare who didn’t do much 
more than break her maiden. Since there 
is much evidence to prove that the best 
race mares make the best broodmares, the 
answer would seem to be an obvious one. 
However, it may be that well-bred race 
mares are responsible for this. In my 
opinion, the good, but unfashionably bred 
race mares may prove disappointments 
at stud... . | would prefer the well-bred 
comparatively ineffectual racer providing 


she had classic winning relatives or 
classic-producing relatives close up in 


her tail-female pedigree.” 

If Dr. Robbins keeps asking this ques- 
tion, as he probably will, we'll offer even 
money that the answers will run about 9 
to 1 in agreement with the Form’s pedi- 
gree expert. And perhaps it is also even 
money that he will wind up agreeing with 
the majority, not because of the evidence. 
but because it is a unique characteristic 
of Homo supposedly sapiens that he puts 
highest faith in whatever is most incred- 
ible and whatever is least supported by 
evidence. The lower orders are forbidden 
the luxury of such a mistake. 

But while the man is still young and 
inquisitive. his skepticism should — be 
nourished. Here’s a vitamin pill for him: 
If all the Thoroughbred females which 
race are counted, the earnings index for 
the group is about .85. Dams of the 439 
stakes winners of 1958 had a group racing 
index of 2.29; the percentage of unraced 
mares among them was 13.4, as compared 
with an expectation nearly twice as high. 
based on the average of the breed. 

Dams of the 183 stakes winners which 
eerned less than $20,000 in 1958 had a 
group racing index of 1.45. 

Dams of 146 stakes winners which 
earned $20,000 but less than $50.000 had 
a group racing index of 1.88. 

Dams of 111. stakes winners which 
earned at least $50,000 had a group racing 
index of 4.42. 

The answer, as Rasmussen remarked, 
seemed to be obvious. But a_ pedigree 
expert always has a capacity for over- 
looking the obvious. J. A. Estes

Ralph G. Smith Sr. 


Ralph G. Smith, of West Chester. Pa. 
and St. Petersburg, Fla.. who developed 
one of the largest horse-vanning opera- 
tions in the U. S., died March 18 at his 
Florida home, a few days after having 
suffered a heart attack. He was 73. He 
had retired in 1942 and left the manage- 
ment of the vanning business to his son 
Ralph G. Smith Jr. 

Mr. Smith was one of the first to make 
a business of horse transportation: he be- 
gan developing it about 1916. as a side- 
line operated by the drayage and_haul- 
ing firm in which he was associated with 
his father. The Lexington offices of the 
company are under the direction of How- 
ard Monroe. 


Alfred Jay Luke 


Alfred Jay Luke. 58. California attor- 
ney. died of a heart attack on March 
11 while staying at the Desert Inn at 
Las Vegas. 

Mr. Luke entered racing as an asso- 
ciate of Archie Sneed, Los Angeles res- 
taurant owner. The partnership bred and 
raced horses for several years before dis- 
persing its stock in 1950. Mr. Luke then 
raced his stable in the East for a time 
before retiring from the sport. 

In addition to participating as an owner 
and breeder. Mr. Luke took an active 
part ia several legal actions involving 
racing. He organized a Taxpayers’ Pro- 
tective League and represented the league 
in a suit before the California Supreme 
Court on the right of counties to tax 
horses owned by residents of other coun- 
ties. The court upheld his claim that 
cnly the county in which an owner lived 
had a right to assess taxes on Thorough- 
breds. 

Mr. Luke was one of the first members 
of the California Thoroughbred Owners 
end Trainers Association. forerunner of 
the western division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent) Ptroteative Association, 
He served as president of the CTOTA 
fo. 3 terms. resigning in 1950. He is 
survived by his wife. Mrs. Cuba Luke. 


P. H. B. Frelinghuysen 


Peter H. B. Frelinghuysen. 76. New 
Jersey banker and Thoroughbred owner. 
died at Morristown (N. J.) Memorial 
Hospital on March 11 after a long illness. 

A native of Littleton, N. J... Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen was a graduate of Princeton 
University and the Columbia University 
Law School. At Columbia he was a class- 
mate of Franklin) D. Roosevelt. who 
served as best man at his wedding in 1907. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen was active in bank- 


ing until ill health curtailed his business 
interests in recent years. He was a 
director of the Howard Savings Institu- 
tion of Newark and the Morristown 
Trust Company. He also was one of 
the original members of Monmouth Park’s 
board of directors, and he remained a 
Monmouth director until June 3, 1958. 
when he resigned. 

For many years he had maintained a 
small stable of horses. His best perform- 
ers in recent years have been *Star Ruler 
and Lake Erie. both foals of 1956. *Star 
Ruler won the Gulfstream Park Juvenile 
Stakes last year and Lake Erie finished 
third in the Christiana and Sanford 
Stakes. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Ada- 
line Havemeyer Frelinghuysen; 3 
P. H. B. Frelinghuysen Jr.. a member of 
the U. S. House of Representatives; Harry
